HOW WE TOOK THE TOWN 
OF CALUMPIT 


ROBABLY THE MOST picturesque, and doubtless 
p the most important, event in the series of con- 
tinuous fighting was the taking of the railroad 
Inidge and important position at Calumpit, on the Rio 
Grande, thirty odd miles from Manila, by Colonel 
Funston and the Kansas Volunteers, 

The enemy held an almost impregnable position in 
their wonderful system of trenches, separated from the 
Americans under General MacArthur by the broad 
river, Howing between high banks, with the bridge 
rendered harmless, as they imagined, They felt sure 
that at last their energetic pursuers had been checked; 
but the difficulty of the position merely called forth the 
combined ingenuity and contempt for danger which the 
occasion demanded, and men came forward to try every 
method of crossing into the enemy’s camp. 

The night before the general attack, Colonel Funston 
and a smail band of adventurous Kansas spirits at- 
tempted to cross the bridge in the darkness, Sergeant 
A. M. Ferguson of Company K actually did get across by 
climbing from beam to beam, until he was under the feet 
of the insurgents’ sentry, where he could see the obsta- 
cles in the way of an attack from this quarter. The plar 
was abandoned upon consideration, when he returned 
and reported that, in case of discovery, any men killed 
or wounded would drop into the river below through 
the open iron girders, and thus be lost completely. The 
little dare-devil colonel was impatient to lead his band 
across that night, so they marched silently down to a 
narrower part of the river, where they had found a few 
rafts, and they were preparing to cross at any risk, 
when they were discovered, and the stillness of the 
night was cracked open by insurgent volleys, led by 
the booming of the only heavy gun they jad. 

The Kansas men had to come back and turn in until 
daylight brought awakening with the noise of the be- 
ginning of the day’s fight. All morning the firing was 
continuous at the close range along the opposite banks 
of the river. The fire was centred at the railroad 
bridge, and when the guns of the Sixth Artillery, 
under Lieutenant Fleming, were joined by the Utah 
Battery, under Major Young, the crashing of rifles, 
guns and Gatlings made the hot air shiver. 

While this was in progress the Kansas men were 
again at their ambitious scheme of crossing the river, 
and this time they were successful Two men, pri- 
vates White and Trembley, Company B, stripped at a 
comparatively narrow part, where the bauks shelved 
down to the water, and taking a long rope with them 
they swam directly across to a trench where the in- 
surgents had stopped tiring, and were discouraged from 
renewing their volleys by a rain of shot from the Hotch- 
kiss gun directed by Lieutenant Fleming, and a continu- 
ous fire by the Kansas men, who, grouped on the Ameri- 
can side of the river, poured their singing metal over the 
heads of the two swimmers until they

ened to a tree and a ferry of bamboo rafts established. 
Colonel Funston was with the first load of ten men 
to cross; they were followed as rapidly as possible by 
as many as cared to go, and there were plenty. As 
each raftload Janded they started right in to flanking 
the enemy out of their trenches, and soon had them on 
the run or “*hikin,’’ as the army prefers to call it. 

The insurgents were driven down toward the railroad 
bridge, the Kansas men in hot pursuit. Panie seized 
the intrenched army all along the river banks, and they 
abandoned their wonderful series of trenches, which 
were planned to protect the bridge from assault, They 
scattered and headed for a culvert which rau under the 
raised bed of the railway, and through this into cover 
of trees and houses, and from there to the defences 
they had prepared through the rice fields; but with 
the Yankee yell the boys were after them over the 
open girders of the bridge; and as regiment followed 
regiment across and advanced up the track, firing 
volleys into the demoralized Filipinos, they melted 
away, leaving their dead and wounded dotting the 
tields, until, reaching the train which awaited them 
up the track, they escaped to their next stronghold at 
Santa Thomas. 

This finally decided the military authorities, aud Colonel 
Funston was booked for a brigadier-generalship; and 
a week later, when he came out of the Santa Thomas 
fight with a wound in the hand (which was holding a 
field glass to his eyes), he went to the hospital, talking 
cheerfully with the ambulance driver, who shared his 
seat with the little colonel. And that was the last the 
Kansas men saw of their idol as colonel. They salute 
him with mingled sorrow and pride now as ‘*General 
Funston, ”’ WILLIAM BENGOUGH.

The Tagalo wife and mother occupies a high position 
in the family, and is generally as much the business 
manager as in France. She is modest; her camisa 
may be low-cut and loose, but there is no sugyestion 
of intended effect, and never any exposure, There 
was absolutely no knowledge of unfaithfulness among 
the women, and yet they were not prudes, for they 
dearly loved to get an American ‘‘on a string,’’ as the 
saying goes, and make him believe that Ais charm, 
were irresistible. Then they are so spotlessly clean 
and neat that it seems as if they must be good, and 
yet perhaps they fool one about that too, 

It is a hard problem, and yet they have so many 
pleasant, amiable characteristics that it is certain they 
would be happy and prosper wonderfully under a good 
vyovernment, sefore that come s, however, the insur 
gents must be suppressed, even if not exterminated 
In the north they are broken up now into several bands 
of about fifteen hundred each, acting independently 
under their several leaders.
